REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


The library has been well patronized the past year, and the 
number of books loaned is in excess of what it was for the 
year ending with our last report. There has been loaned from 
the library and its branches the past year as follows: At the 
Center, 2,750 volumes; at the North, 360 volumes; at the 
South, 369 volumes, and at the Parade, 1,043, making in all 
4,522 volumes loaned the past year as against 3,197 volumes 
loaned the year previous. 

There has been added to the library this year by purchase, 
66 volumes, and by gift, 14, as follows: from J. P. Blaisdell, 
1; from Mrs. Christie Gilbert, 1; from J. H. Prime, 3; from 
the State, 8; and from the United States, 1; making in all 80 
volumes. We have now in the library 522 volumes, but some 
of them are badly worn and will soon have to be replaced by 
new ones. You will see by dividing the number of books 
loaned by the number of books in the library, that the books 
have been loaned on an average of nearly nine times each. Di- 
vide the number of books loaned by the number of inhabitants 
of the town and you will find it averages nearly four books 
loaned to every man, woman and child in town. You will see 
by the above figures that the people of the town are interested 
in their library. Next to your schools the library is the best 
educator you have, and we think it would be wise to raise more 
money for your library than is required by law.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance with the law the following report is respect- 
fully submitted : 

Twelve schools of three terms each have been maintained 
during the past year. This is three more schools than the pre- 
ceeding. The North, Shackford’s Corner and Bickford houses 
have been opened, and all sections of the town have had equal 
advantages, but while this has been the means of shortening 
the schools, it has given better satisfaction in the localities 
named, and has done away with the conveyance of scholars al- 
most altogether. 

Although a number of changes have been made in teachers, 
(but four having taught the whole school year) the schools 
have been in charge of capable and conscientious instructors, 
and good advancement has been made. 

A marked improvement in the perfect attendance has been 
made. And while this is very gratifying there is need of 
a greater improvement, and such would be if parents and 
guardians would codperate more fully with the teachers in their 
efforts to make their labors a success. 

It does not make any difference how hard a teacher may 
work, if you do not give your support the resultis far from 
satisfactory. 

The South, Center, White Oaks, Beauty Hill and Dennett 
schoolhouses are in good condition, having had quite a sum 
expended on them the year past. Let the good work go on, for 
there are others emphatically in need of repairs. Especial 
attention is called to the Pitman, paint and shingle; Locke’s 
Corner, paint; North, paint and general repairs; Shackford 
Corner, paint and incidental repairs; Bickford, needs a NEW 
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HOUSE; also the Beauty Hill house, paint and shingle; Center, 
new shed; Parade, paint and projecting eves, and something 
ought to be done to, or with, the Tasker schoolhouse (so 
called). 

Fellow townsmen: REMEMBER ‘‘ The pride and glory of our 
country” are our public schools.
